And since I know 

you rural readers have a fondness for wild things that’s exceeded only by your desire to get 

cable, I will gladly share the results of my research for free, not counting what you paid for this 
paper. Here goes: ;

Tropical Storms 


An unnamed tropical 
cyclone from the Arabian 
Sea roared ashore over 
northeastern Somaiia, killing atleast 
75 people and destroying more than 
30 percent of the buildings in the 
coastal city of Boosaaso. The storm 
continued westward alongthe shore 
of the Gulf of Aden, then killed at 
least 50 more in the Red Sea port of 
Djibouti, The homes of 1,700 peo- 
ple were swept away when torren- 
tial rains lashing the republic caused 
the Ambuli River to burst its banks. 
Damage inflicted on Florida’s 
agriculture by tropical storm Gordon 
during the previous week is likely to 
cause fresh food prices to rise in the 
U.S. and Canada this winter. More 
than $200 million worth of produce 
was wiped out by the storm. 


Volcano 


Killer heat clouds, with tem- 
peratures up to 1,100 

degrees Fahrenheit, rolled 
down the slopes of Java's erupting 
Merapi Volcano, searing the bodies 
of 31 people. The laborers killed 
while’ working in the fields around 
Merapi had only a few seconds’ 
warning of the approaching hot 
clouds. Of the 100 others seriously 
burned during the disaster, few were 
expected to survive. 

Russia’s Kliuschevskoi Volcano, 
the largest in Asia, began a new 
eruptive phase on the Kamchatka 
Peninsula. The powerful discharge 
of ash and lava blanketed the 
nearby town of Kliuchi with a thin 
layer of debris.
